This has 
been due either study their own 
purposes, services, and finances, the 
schools increased attention supplying 
their own needs for curricular materials. 
1946 Portland, Ore., severed old 
bond between the public library and the 
public schools when withdrew from joint 
administration and supervision the 
school libraries that city. 1947 the 
contract between the Oklahoma City public 
library and public schools was challenged 
with the comment that everyone was dis- 
satisfied with the results well-meant 
attempt combine two different jobs 
one with only one fifth enough money 
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either properly. recent survey 
the Los Angeles public library, was rec- 
ommended that all maintenance libraries 
the elementary schools discontinued 
the public library. date this recom- 
mendation has not been followed. Last 
year the arrangement was canceled between 
the Chicago public library and the schools 
supply and supervise professional assist- 
ants the public high schools. Other 
examples can found library literature 
but the changing policy the public li- 
brary toward schools sharply pointed 
the case Madison, Wis. the 
summer 1951 two Detroit librarians in- 
cluding its head librarian, Ralph Ulveling, 
Catholic, surveyed the Madison free li- 
brary. The report stated that since 1911 
the public library had operated the school 
libraries with constantly increasing pro- 
portion the budget devoted that 
purpose, from per cent 1938 more 
than per cent 1950. Nine parochial 
schools were serviced. With insufficient 
funds provide either adequate school 
libraries public library service adults, 
January 1953, the public library 
separated itself completely from the public 
schools. nearby Racine, Wis., the re- 
port has similar effect when the public 
library discontinued its service one high 
school and two junior high schools. Mr. 
Ulveling letter the writer said 
doubted very much there would any 
change service parochial schools and 
with better branch library service, the 
parochial school children will have access 
more books than before. Letters the 
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Madison librarian went unanswered but the 
ported books still sent the Catholic 
schools. The Racine public library reported 
was continuing its service all public 
and parochial schools classroom collec- 
tions and teachers’ loans plus class visits 
branches. further correspondence with 
Mr. Ulveling eventual relationships 
between public libraries and Catholic 
schools, stated his general impression 
that public libraries were not only will- 
ing but eager co-operate with Catholic 
schools: “Certainly have never heard 
one that was not.” Our opinion supports 
this statement. probable that Catho- 
lic schools will given the benefit any 
service available from the public library. 
Difficulties can expected from another 
quarter. 


Public Library Service 
Should Supplementary 

school should expect provide its 
own library facilities. That educators have 
not fully understood their obligations 
this regard not excuse use the 
good will and generosity public librari- 
ans. Where contracts exist for public 
library maintenance and control, the 
school should expect pay its fair share 
operations. This applies the Catholic 
schools equally well the public 
school. However, the effort group 
public school “educationalists” place all 
educational agencies under the control 
school board superintendent edu- 
cation, real and present danger 
both public libraries and Catholic 
schools.

Speaking the 
American Library Association Conference 
1939, Commissioner Education Zook 
advocated general terms closer union 
the library and the school system. 
Among the political scientists, the idea 
appealed Munro, who proposed 
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making the library integral part 
the city’s educational plant and recom- 
mended that transferred the regular 
school authorities; and Schaper 
similarly urged the inclusion the library

1951 survey 
the local administration Prince Georges 
County Maryland stated, “It recom- 
mended that the education, recreation, and 
library programs conducted single 
unified function under the superintendent 
schools.” clear presentation this 
totalitarian attitude was early given 
the N.E.A. Educational Policies Commis-

and give advice. Detroit few years 
ago, the public library prepared collateral 
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reading list for the archdiocese which had 
published. another time, the branches 
provided series Saturday morning 
meetings for the nuns three the big 
parochial schools the area.

Fostering the Habit Reading 


JANUARY, 1951, began simple 

experiment silent reading. Assuming 
that the prevalent low reading level 
high school students attributable 
large measure the fact that they have 
little time pursue reading, set out 
provide them with such time. record 
their progress would indicate the value 
time provided. 

administered each student 
standardized test determine the out- 
set the experiment his silent reading 
ability. The librarian planned attractive 
book display up-to-date novels dis- 
criminately chosen satisfy wide variety 
tastes. Succeeding displays would fea- 
ture books graduating levels, such 
biographies, autobiographies, nonfiction. 
closed the library for one day and blacked 
out the glass surface all doors leading 
it. The resulting atmosphere secrecy 
aroused the curiosity every student. 
this atmosphere the librarian and his assist- 
ants worked ingeniously set dis- 
play calculated tempt even those least 
disposed toward reading. When the library 
was reopened, every novel display was 
checked out within half hour. 


Inducements Reading 

The experiment was on. Reading periods 
became part the regular school day. 
This was made possible first permit- 
ting the students read library books 
their own choice during study time pre- 
viously allotted for English homework. 
Later the permission was extended, the 
discretion the teachers, all part 
the homework periods for other sub- 
jects. The immediate reaction was one 
aroused interest reading. Subsequently 
there were gradual withdrawals read- 
ing privileges during study time, but they 
resulted notable diminution the 
newly stimulated over-all reading interest. 


Some Results 

October, 1952, after three semesters, 

group students originally tested 
was retested the significant phases 
word, sentence, and paragraph comprehen- 
sion. word comprehension, one the

points, and two, three points. However, 
eight showed average increase thirty 
grade percentile points. These points 
ranged from six sixty. sentence com- 
prehension, one student dropped grade 
percentile points, and another, 14. the 
other hand, the average increase the 
remaining nine students was points, 


ranging from 47. paragraph com- 


prehension, the average drop among three 
students was points; the average in- 
crease among the others was points, 
ranging from 54, and including four 
students with increases above grade 
percentile points. 

After two semesters, second group. 
consisting students, was retested 
seven phases silent reading ability, in- 
cluding the three phases mentioned above. 
Three showed average drop grade 
percentile points. The average increase 
the remaining ten was nine points, ranging 
from 21. 


These results the experiment show 
notable regressing silent reading ability 
small percentage students tested, 
and almost phenomenal increase 
large percentage. 

Another result was the saving valu- 
able classroom time. More significant, how- 
ever, than these results still another: 
the development habit. 
Whereas before the experiment, reading 
was the prerogative few, became 
afterward the delight all. The introduc- 
tion reading into the regular school day 
provided springboard for developing the 
habit reading opportunity read, 
opportunity rare the whirl extra- 
curricular activities. 

High school students will read given 
half chance so, and their reading, 
guarded and encouraged, will develop 
along wholesome lines. recent check 
made within the experiment shows that 
per cent the books now being read 
are nonfiction.

what are you doing help 
that problem child your classroom? 

Have you 
iried bibliotherapy? You haven’t heard 
it! Let explain. Bibliotherapy 
technique used treating behavior prob- 
lems. guiding children away from 
bad principles and habits and leading them 
adopt sound moral principles 
conduct through the correct and timely 
use books. Dom Thomas Verner Moore 
says that the reading books may 
essential aid treating behavior prob- 
lems either two ways: 

The child reads book which the 
hero heroine suffers from trials very 
closely allied the present problem 
the child. doing lives out the 
hero’s emotions and aberacts his own, that 
say. gives vent his pent-up 
affective life and obtains this way 
certain amount psychological relief. 

The child gleans general principles 
mind which enable him see his own 
difficulties from wholesome point view 
and manage himself more ac- 
cordance with the dictates right 
The second concept more applicable 
primary grades than the first and calls for 
intelligent and sympathetic handling 


Concerning Bibliotherapy 

Let look into the three phases 
bibliotherapy. First, must establish 
good rapport between and the chil- 
dren. Second, must select our books 
carefully. Third, must follow the 
lead give the children. complete 
the first phase, must begin with our-

They are the need for mate- 
rial, emotional, and spiritual security, the 


need belong, achieve, love and 
loved, know, play, and satisfy 
his desire for beauty. “To satisfy these 
needs difficult task for any human 
being, and the happiness find 
life depends upon our ability make ad- 
justments these basic hungers 
life’s denials them reading the right 
books can actually strengthen child for 
the difficult tasks involved growing 
The primary child reaching out 
satisfy these needs, often presenting be- 
havior problems the attempt so. 
also known fact that, order 
well adjusted, person has experience 
certain amount success. The child who 
continually meets failure one kind 
another will soon have 
havior pattern. primary teachers also 
recognize three special traits small 
children that give rise problems 
selfishness, fear, and anger. 

Now that know the causes many

violence and brutality and the increase 
juvenile delinquency and crime. 
know that crime does not pay, but pub- 
lishers have discovered that crime comics 
do. Comic books have proved one the 
greatest book publishing successes 
tory, with comics being read such 
quantities that their influence unlimited. 
Such source influence should 
handled with care! 

Comic books have come through 
evolution. Comic strips were exist- 
ence long before the comic books. Comic 
books, know them, were begun 
1934. The original purpose comics 
the amusement long 
since vanished the tide present-day 
comics devoted practically everything 
but amusement. When comic authors and 
artists discovered that they could sell more 
papers worrying than amusing 
people, naturally their efforts were turned 
from amusement their purpose. the 
demand was for other than funny comics, 
the supply would be, too. And, with 
large profit the end view for comic 
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excellent book material available for our 
use. not only our privilege but our 
duty become acquainted with this mate- 
rial and use our class work.

1951 content comic magazines was 
analyzed determine the amount truth 
the impression that 
dominated the comic magazines, while 
humorous content was restricted. The 
analysis classified the comic content into 
main types. Under the classification 
“Western Stories” were the plots which 
the horse-riding, gun-slinging hero brought 
the outlaw justice. “Adventure Stories” 
included those stories wherein the hero 
brought the outlaw justice, not neces- 
sarily with the aid boots and saddle. 
“Animal Antics” presented 
humorous situations; “Adult Antics” and 
“Adolescent presented humorous 
characters humorous situations. “Love 
Stories” had their central theme heart- 
break. “Detective Stories” were crimi- 
nals brought justice metropolitan 
areas. “Superman Stories” included those 
characters with extraordinary powers 
solving multitude problems. “Chil- 
dren’s Antics” involved such familiar 
characters Nancy and Sluggo. “Jungle 
Stories” presented clashes 
sons and animals jungle meetings, and 
“Sports Stories” might true stories 
athletes, stories imaginary athletes. 


Although the data obtained indicated 
that the number pages devoted humor 
and crime comic books was approxi- 
mately equal, only about one third all 
comic content devoted humor. 


Their Influence? 


During the winter 1950-51, the 
Kefauver Committee made 
type research comic books. Inspired 
the charge that juvenile delinquency had 
increased considerably during the preced- 
ing five years result the increase 
so-called crime comic book publication, 
the committee prepared report their 
research. They had interviewed public 
officials, including Edgar Hoover, eight 
child-guidance experts, the acting director 
the Federal Bureau Prisons, and ten 
publishers comics. The senators formed 
opinion their own, but merely quoted 
testimony those interviewed. Most 
the testimony expressed the doubt that 
comic books had much, anything, 
with delinquency. 

answer the Kefauver Committee 
report, Dr. Fredric Wertham, noted psy- 
chiatrist, held that what could traced 
more less directly crime comic books 
one factor was that the forms delin- 
quency had changed, there being more acts 
violence and brutality children than 
existed decade ago. 

the summer 1951, the Cincinnati 
Committee Evaluation Comic Books 
issued rating comic books, those re- 
ceiving low ratings doing from the 
standpoint that children reading them 
might have bad dreams, become frightened, 
experience general emotional upset. 
encouraging discovery during this rating 
was that some publishers reported their 
best-selling comic books were those rated 
highest the Committee. Such dis- 
covery makes one wonder why the pub- 
lication low-rated comic books still 
continued. 


Juvenile Critics 


more recent practice that chil- 
dren rating their comics themselves. Edu- 
cators readily agree that children should 
taught descriminate between bad 
and good.

Comics and Education 


One the chief dangers inherent 
and thwarting, distorting experience, edu- 
cationally and emotionally might 
avoided comics met these sixth graders’ 
criteria. 

The remedy for bad comic books ap- 
pears lie with education, for together 
with religion, education one the 
world’s greatest antidotes for evil, untruth, 
and mediocrity. 
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Some educational leaders have called 
comics the “rescue education.” When 
consider the ideal equality edu- 
cational opportunities object 
primary importance, comic books might 
become the medium through which the 
equality education could achieved. 
Their value might appear the teaching 
reading, remedial reading, and reading 
ability. 

All educators readily admit the power 
the visual image superior that 
the spoken word. Why not adapt the 
comic medium, animating ideas and re- 
vitalizing lessons education. The comic 
cartoon seems the only fully de- 
veloped visual technique 
education. Maps, charts, lantern slides, 
diagrams, photographs, 
tions, posters, pictographs, educational 
movies, and film strips are proving their 
value, and television potential aid, 
the classroom. Why neglect the comic 
medium? 

Motivation half the learning battle 
won, and comics have proved their power 
arouse interest. Comics might used 
language clarifier, better reading the 
ultimate goal. course, steps must 
taken keep the reader ever advancing 
and steering clear oversimplification 
learning; and cannot overemphasized 
that cartoons should never attempt 
substitute for language. Comic learning 
could merely the antecedent ad- 
vanced reading and forming ideas and 
concepts, not the substitute.

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Comics and Language Patterns

ANY heartily agree that the majority 
comic books are badly written. 
Slang expressions (hey guys, bust one 
th’ snout!) misspelled and distorted 
words flow abundantly through the vast 
stacks newsstand comics. Many 
teacher, after drilling proper pronuncia- 
tion and enunciation, 
proper word meaning, and correct sen- 
tence structure, often sighs and loses hope 
the little progress her pupils are making 
along these lines. Can that the 
drawback lies the ungrammatical mate- 
rial gleaned from the comic books? 
Robert Thorndike Teachers College, 
Columbia University, answers 
affirmative this question. made 
study comic-magazine vocabulary and 
concludes that comic magazine contains 
about ten thousand words reading mat- 
ter. child reads copy magazine 
once month, covers year total 
more than 120,000 running words 
roughly twice the wordage fourth- 
fifth-grade reader. But the reading 
the child will have imbibed five things. 
will have acquired much current “slang.” 
will have lost his taste for good gram- 
mar. will have formed habit sliding 
over words which does not know. 


will have put himself over and over again 


into state hyperexcitement where 
nothing but the most thrilling can give 
him adequate satisfaction.

Some adolescents, usually good readers, 
recognize the superior quality good 
books and magazines, that they are better 
written, are more sensible, can read 
with pleasure, and have lasting value. But 
what done with the vast majority, 
whom one might class “comic fiends,” 
who avidly devour comic day just for 
the thrill they get out it? 

Professor Sones the University 
Pittsburgh says that whether comics are 
positive negative their effect 
can controlled. When one ignores, ridi- 
cules, forbids them, only stimulates 
interest; the forbidden fruit made more 
attractive and opportunity lost 
share interest with the child. the 
other hand, both school and home, 
this interest may capitalized pro- 
mote many lines desirable growth. Ob- 
jections should turned into positive 
program for comic improvement. One must 


work with rather than futilely against the 
comic strip artist and thus mold this at- 
tractive medium educative purpose.

then adapting methods and curriculums 
meet these needs. Sir John Adams here 
would probably aptly point out that Plato 
(400 B.c.) recognized the problem indi- 
vidual differences and proposed “three- 
track” curriculum take care those 
differences. Plato divided his ideal society 
into three classes: workers, protectors, and 
rulers; and advocated that persons suited 
each class should receive education 
adapted develop the fullest their 
individual potentialities and personalities. 


Individual Differences 

But the Parable the Five Talents also 
the classic example the recognition 
individual differences. would indeed 
difficult find the teacher who has not 
capitalized this parable encourage 
the underprivileged child keep try- 
ing; goad the lazy pupil with moderate 
ability make his A.Q. (Accomplishment 
with his I.Q. (Intelligence Quotient); and 
inspire the gifted student plumb the 
depths his God-given capacity and make 
the best possible use his talents for 
the honor God. 

Who has not reminded his students that 
the servant was punished not because 
did not earn what the others did, but 
because did not use the talent had 
received? The use the individual prog- 
ress chart which child competes 
against his own record rather than against 
fellow student the implementation 
the lessons this parable the talents 
modern educational practice! 

discussion testing would not 
complete without attempt answer 
the perennial questions: tests really 
motivate learning? Should instructor 
give students idea what expects 
them know for the final examination? 

The Bible gives the answer both 
these questions. should the last 


deny that “Remember your last end and 
you will never perish,” true motivation 
for our final test.

Reading the most universal tool 
learning. Reading, the process inter- 
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preting the printed page, thought getting. 
Through reading our students learn facts 
and events, acquire ideas, build associ- 
ations, trace the thinking author, 
engage vicarious experience, and com- 
prehend generalizations. Effective learning 
through reading, through memorization, 
requires logical connection 
portions the subject matter read. 
outline prepared groundwork for 
comprehending the thought can just 
that, systematically and vitally. 

Lack ability comprehend ideas 
argues lack ability organize the 
ideas logical sequence. major goal 
teaching develop our students the 
ability analytic, imaginative, and 
constructive thinking while reading; not 
merely cognizant unrelated ideas. 
possible find enjoyment the 
discursive reading history, science, biog- 
raphy, literature, without being engaged 
thinking. Such desultory 
likely leave the student devoid 
grasp the cause-and-effect relations be- 
tween events and incidents; perhaps with- 
out true mental image the events 
and happenings. 

Thinking with reading order com- 
prehend thoroughly and make applica- 
tion situations practically, produces 
understanding, grasp that can called 
new learning. Reading without thought or- 
ganization may stock the mind like 
attic disordered storehouse. Reading 
with problem-solving attitude fits the 
ideas into organic whole. 
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The device for organizing the ideas 
the subject matter read need not 
too mechanical. may consist simple 
presentation general principles and defi- 
nition terms. assignment the 
short story could presented the 
following summary:

“the term ‘public’ and the term ‘official’ 
the fact that the United 
States far the greater part that which 
public not official all, and that the 
highest and finest type public service not, 
and never has been, official. The administra- 
tion the post office both official and 
public; but philanthropy, the advancement 
science and letters and the fine arts, well 
the enhancement the religious life 
men, while always public, are very rarely offi- 
cial. Such public service rendered the 
sphere Liberty far more representative 
the people’s best than public service the 
sphere government can possibly be. The 
Congress the United States and Columbia 
University are both public institutions. The 
Congress official; the University not.”

“It seems that ‘public be- 
cause open public patronage, may 
privately possessed, denominationally 
controlled institution. The word ‘public’ has 
diverse meanings. often denotes merely 
that which free the people, public 
playground.

DISTRIBUTION 


The normal curve distribution, sometimes 
called the curve normal probability, ex- 
presses the fact that the distribution any 
quality characteristic among any large 
number human beings would assume bell- 
shaped form chart per the illustra- 
tion. This chart expresses the distribution 
quality characteristic possessed the 
group from those who have the least 
those who have the most it. The people 
with the least and most the quality will 
the ends the chart and will few 
number. There will central group in- 


cluding the individuals the amount 
quality possessed most frequently within the 
group, expressed average, median, 
mode. The numbers will increase from those 
who have the least the central tend- 
ency, and then will diminish toward those 
who have the most it. 


Example 

The bell-shaped form the curve dis- 
tribution would tend normal when large 
numbers individual cases are included. The 
distribution may approached practice 
broadly based study, but probably never 
actually attained. small classes groups 
schools there are too few cases pro- 
duce the normal distribution, and teachers 
make mistakes, for example, giving marks 
students this basis. few students 
very high rank class few very low 
rank would cause the distribution 
skewed. classes made better students, 
the distribution will skewed the chart 
deviating some extent the right, and 
poorer groups the distribution will skewed 
the left. 

Good defines the curve strictly mathe- 
matical terms follows: “the graphical rep- 
resentation the theoretical distribution 
infinitely large number observations 
continuous variable varying purely 
chance, resulting perfectly smooth, sym- 
metrical, bell-shaped curve, having the mean, 
median, and mode coinciding” (Dictionary 
Education, 116):

With the help and encouragement their 
teachers our youth can make great progress 
the right direction. How frequently the 
course five-day school week, all high 
school classes, could reference made 
articles that have appeared the Catholic 
press?

Should not then the Catholic press 


much more for deserving Catholic youth? 
plan was worked out find such students 
throughout our archdiocesan schools and 
give them recognition. 

The first step involved personal letter 
every principal stating the aims the proj- 
ect. had several aims mind. 

First wanted meet and have our teen- 
age readers meet these promising teensters 
our schools. Our idea was have the 
students each school, under the direction 
the high school faculty, choose their three 
most promising students. But how was this 
done? How were the students 
picked? Who was deserving recognition? 

The points which the students were asked 
judge their fellow classmates were based 
the following: (1) what way does the stu- 
dent contribute school spirit? Under this 
listed four items: (a) industry, (b) Ca- 
tholicity, leadership school activities 
not those outside school, and (d) initiative. 
Then asked the student showed definite 
promise for the future. Finally (and con- 
sidered this the most meritorious) what 
way does the student influence student think- 
ing regard reading, movies, and enter- 
tainment outside the classroom? 

voting for their candidate the students 
were cautioned, under the guidance their 
teachers, not guided solely the fol- 
lowing: innate intelligence, (b) popularity 
(we weren’t looking for the most popular 
student), (c) athletic prowess (here again 
weren’t looking for the most outstanding 
athlete) and (d) classroom conduct (some- 
times classroom angels have the greatest in- 
fluence for evil when they are outside). 

When the results came were amazed 
with the response. Nearly per cent the 
high schools responded. This was greater than 
had hoped since several criticisms were 
leveled against our so-called “popularity con- 
test.” 


The Result 

What actually happened was this. When 
student received publicity such gave 
him was labeled boy who could 
counted upon work, live, and conduct him- 
self the true spirit Christian traditions. 
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could hopefully look that individual 
help promote Catholic Teen-age Press in- 
terests that particular locality. 

All during the time when the responses were 
being run the paper teachers wrote 
that the students had become aware what 
the Catholic press really had offer them. 
They were not only reading the columns where 
they might find their own name picture but 
they were reading the rest the paper. 

This “Teen Ager the Week” feature was 
huge success obtaining active student par- 
ticipation the youth page their diocesan 
weekly. From developed weekly open 
forum for the discussion questions con- 
cerning the spiritual and temporal welfare 
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the youth. Interest centered around school life, 
home life, and, course, dating. some 
weeks more than 100 replies flooded our office. 


Present Activities 


Following the pattern teen-age participa- 
tion, the major project this year has been 
short story contest open all Catholic high 
school students the archdiocese. Emphasis, 
before, recognition the achieve- 
ment the winners rather than the cap- 
ture prize. 

The editors two national magazines 
one for boys and one for girls— each 
agreed publish winning essay. Judges were 
two well known Catholic writers. 
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The same spirit co-operation from teach- 
ers and others concerned with the eternal 
welfare the youth under their charge has 
uncovered another source material bring 
our teen agers into sphere influence which 
reaching into every area their lives. 

illustrate, nun recognized nationally 
for her culinary ability and who chairman 
college home-economics department con- 
tributed series articles how have 
party what and how prepare and how 
the boys and girls should conduct themselves 
Catholics. These articles answered questions 
that the youthful readers had brought 
the column last year’s discussion forum. 
Our youth are responding well. 


Let the Curriculum Meet the Press 


School publications, fortunately, are able 
meet the challenges made time expendi- 
ture and, more realistically, financial in- 
vestment. Any type school publication has 
threefold purpose: will inform, will 
entertain, and will instruct. Tangibly, 
serves method communication between 
pupil and pupil, between faculty and student; 
direct link between the school and the 
home reliable readership surveys show that 
about per cent the parents read the 
school paper. school paper which endorses 
comprehensive, worth-while policy can be- 
come service the community which 
the children live. 


Your Policy 
Policy, incidentally, must 
concern whether school attempts present 
publication one-page mimeograph format 
four-page letterpress tabloid size. Policy, 
this instance, means purpose, aim, what- 
ever over-all accomplishments one hopes 
with the publication. For example, 
school paper should enable students see 
‘he role which they must play Christians 
democratic republic, Catholic parish, 
ind Catholic school. the junior and 
-enior high school level, well-defined policy 
hould permit students interpret the affairs 
the nation, the state, and the local com- 
munity such events pertain them. 
Surely tenet the policy should aim 
establish among the students desire 
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maintain the high standards scholarship 
which the school endorses and makes availa- 
ble them. Too often, our day, the only 
inhabitants the school building really intent 
upon achieving high scholastic records are the 
administration and the faculty members. 
Usually the policy paper carries some 
statement sportsmanship— expression 
the desire retain high spirit good 
sportsmanship intramural competition and, 
particularly, competition with 
schools. Perhaps sports writing more than 
any other aspect school reporting 
schools fail meet the standards good 
journalism. Reporters are unwilling give 
many inches press notice the opposing 
team they give their own. Good sports- 
manship demands that both teams repre- 
sented equally the post-mortem write-ups. 


Timely Announcements 


Since the watchword all journalism 
service mankind, the school paper, large 
small, will gain prestige the principal 
uses vehicle for announcements which 
are definitely news stories; curricular activi- 
ties, changes the curriculum, building proj- 
ects, announcements awards and citations. 
school editor called the office receive 
news announcement from the principal be- 
comes far more important than cabinet 
member conference with the President. 
Long range effects such practice will 
include the staffs’ eagerness insure student 
co-operation with the school administration; 


the student body will develop increased re- 
spect for the school press which has now 
become confidential organ the adminis- 
tration. 


Students Are the Writers 
should like, however, make pointed 
distinction between the principal’s making 
news announcements and the principal’s mak- 
ing editorial recommendations. Scoldings, criti- 
cisms, corrections, reproofs, they must 
given, belong the editorial column. More- 
over, psychologically and journalistically, they 
are better translated from the negative 
the positive: motivations, challenges, and self- 
improvement campaigns. Again, and this 
most important, although such copy may carry 
ideas suggested the principal faculty 
effective. Parenthetically, should like 
mention that school paper which writ- 
ten the faculty adviser, rather than the 
staff, betrays itself. Not only faculty mem- 
bers and students recognize the adviser’s style 
and train thought, but veteran examiner 
and critic the National Scholastic Press 
Association reports that the critics the Uni- 
versity Minnesota are quick detect that 
the written words school paper are the 
work the teacher rather than 
students.

Who Should Type?

News for the Public 

Whether not school has any the 
publications mentioned, there one phase 
journalism with which administrators should 
concerned, namely, the field public rela- 
tions. Catholic schools should, and do, re- 
lease information the press. Unfortunately, 
however, most schools release their stories 
only the Catholic press which, most 
cases, diocesan organization and, there- 
fore, have comparatively limited space for 
local school news. 

The local daily press, however, will gladly 
co-operate with schools which send press re- 
leases proper form. Let review quickly 
few simple regulations which will help 
give deserved publicity the effective peda- 
gogy schools and the relatively important 
achievements students. 


What School News? 

First what material should publicized? 
Here meet our first area wrong decision. 
Most people decide that school play, 
school entertainment, and school musical 
offer the total activity carried 
the local paper. More than that, schools 
should give publicity 
activities closely related the classroom 
work, The projects may related indi- 
vidual related grades, and not delayed, 
usually presumed, until some all-grade ac- 
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tivity launched. For example, seventh- 
grade youngsters are planning hold mock 
constitutional convention, and they have 
identified themselves with the authors the 
constitution collecting accurate historical 
data and speeches, then such activity de- 
serves mention the daily press. 

Now the problem faces you— when shall 
send it? Here another important regula- 
tion: papers wish print advance stories. 
They prefer tell what going happen. 
Consequently, releases the paper should 
news stories future events. follow-up 
story, after the action has taken place, will 
printed short review notice. fact, 
the local paper carries the advance story 
school activity, will comparatively 
simple for school principal arrange with 
city editor have the news photographer 
take picture the event which has already 

all newspaperwork, timing impor- 
tant element success. Stories should sent 
three four days advance the date 
which schools wish have them released. 
Newspaper photographers should given 
least hours’ notice. 


Taking Photographs 

Incidentally, there are very definite prepara- 
tions which should made before the pho- 
tographer arrives; usually, can afford 
give much time takes him pop 
flash bulb. The most effective newspaper pic- 
tures are those which tell story therefore, 
pictures must planned before the camera- 
man arrives. People picture should 
doing something; the candid shot preferred 
the posed formal group which line 
youngsters look they are being 
dawn.” 

poster something tangible which attract- 
ing the attention the group. well- 
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arranged picture, the focal point the 
right center and little above it. 

Further preparation for camera shot may 
include typewritten list names stu- 
dents the picture, reading from left 
right. Such efficiency will please the 
cameraman that there will difficulty 
arranging for another picture. 

Rules for writing news releases are simple: 
the top the paper list the event, prin- 
cipal’s name, school, telephone numbers 
(school and home), and date which news 
should released. Identical stories should not 
sent two different papers because fre- 
quently paper will use verbatim 
written news story. 

Formula for newswriting basic: tell every- 
thing who, what, when, where, and why 
the first paragraph. Each additional para- 
graph carriees explanation and additional 
details concerning the original item. Keep all 
news the third person and careful not 
editorialize express personal opinion. 


Relations Officer 

many schools has become advisable 
select one faculty member who should 
responsible for publicity releases. She, 
public relations officer, secures the co-opera- 
tion, coherence, and unity which effective 
publicity office needs. 

the event that school has publica- 
tions, teachers still have responsibility 
the field journalism. are the people 
the world today who have message 
convey. How lamentable that vital 
message ours often smothered 
inane colorless expression. part the 
Christ-bearing movement, have oppor- 
tunity initiate the careers militant 
Catholics, who are learning from write 
clear, lucid, vibrant prose. Establishing cri-

Lively, brilliant, vivacious, quick-witted, 
clever, and keen are six the words used 
the dictionary meanings another simple 
word bright. All seven words together 
form good starting point for discussion 
the psychology the school bulletin 
board. 

Decorating classroom board and other 
parts the room holiday time but part 
the story. necessary, emphatically 
necessary, that the rooms modern school 
bright and cheerful many ways. The 
nature the school process demands this 
brightness and cheerfulness because the 
way leans upon socialization something 
basic modern education. Socialization 
something begun the family and school. 
School socialization can difficult, part 
least, for the growing boy girl. cheerful 
classroom and interesting bulletin board 
can help minimize this difficulty desirable 
degree.

Once the children see how done, they 
will work their own project, and not 
ask too many questions. 

the larger Our Father beads, the open- 
ings are either end. 

these two-and-a-half-by-one cards each 
child pastes the name the Mystery intro- 
duced that bead. (The names the Mys- 
teries should typed, mimeographed. hec- 
tographed for the children.) 

complete the Rosary, each child cuts 
from church goods catalog, the picture 
Crucifix which mounts cardboard. 

One period only should used for string- 
ing the beads. The children may use free 
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periods when lessons are completed finish 
the stringing. 

When all the rosaries are completed, the 
children should take them home (preferably 
Friday) make the family Rosary 
conscious. 

the classroom each child fastens his 
Rosary (with pin) the bulletin board. 
Two three times week they use the 
Rosaries recite decade two before 
dismissal. turn, each child leads prayer; 
the class answers. 

Before completing the recitation, the teach- 
explains, “There not time complete 
the Rosary today, would you like take 
yours home and finish it? Tomorrow shall 
ask how many remembered it.” 

Though competition not stressed, the 
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checking reminds the children complete 
the prayers home. This excellent 
opportunity promote the Family Rosary.
